The symptoms of sprain are^easily 


recognized. 
There is intense pain,

The joint becomes stiff and 
any movement «i!l be difficnlt and 
uncomfortable. 


First Aid Treatment 


After a few hours the sprained 


area may become black and blue. It 
the injury to the blood vessels is deep 
seated, it may be several days before 
discoloration is observed. 


Many times it is difficult to tell the 


•Jiffercnce between a sprain an<1 a 
fracture. The use of the X-ray will 
make certain which It is. 
If you 


have whm you think Is a sprain, call 
your doctor at once. 


Before the doctor comes. If you can 


find a way to co it, put the injftred 
joint In a comfortable position. Ap- 
ply cold applications to the Injured 
area. This treatment tend* to stop 
the bleeding, If there be any. Also 
It helps to reduce the swelling. 


Another uncomfortable thin* which 


miiy be the result of a fall. Is a dis- 
location. This is an injury to a joint 
which causes the bones to slip out of 
place. 
When there la r.o external sign of 


bleeding, the dislocation Is termed 
"simple". When there t: » wound on 
the surface accompanying the dis- 
placement or the bone, the Injury is 
termed "compound".

The pain accompanying a disloca- 


tion ia often so great that the pallenl 
becomes nauseated. 
He may even 


suffer from shock. 


The injured joint will be tempo- 


rarily deformed, due to the swelling 
around the joint. Movement may be 
very limited because of the contrac- 
tion of the muscles anil the unnat- 
ural position of the bones. 


If the patient suffers from shock, 


the first thing to do is to relieve the 
heart of as much work aa possible. 
This Is done by having the patient 
lie down with his head slightly below 
his body. 
This position serves to 


slow down the heart ,and also It as- 
sists the blood circulation In the 
brain. 
Make sure that the palient 


keeps warm. 


Call a doctor. 
Even If you have 


to wait several 'hours or even several 
days, do not attempt to reduce a dis- 
location unless you have had expe/i- 
cnce In this line. 
Ignorance may 


only cause serious, injury to the pa- 
tient. 


While waiting for the doctor make 


the patient as comfortable as pos- 
sible. Apply cold packs to reduce (ho 
pa'.-, and swelling.
